AND REGISTERED. 


PENALTIES OUTLINED. 


Canton, Aug. 17, 

The Department of Finance has 
fasucd a notification drawing the 
attention of the publle to the vari- 
ous“ regulations recently — pro- 
mulgated for application to the in- 
surance trade in this province. 

A resume of.these . regulations 
may be interesting to the public: 

Brokers engaged in the insurance 
business within the jurisdiction of 
the Kwangtuny Government will, 
on announcement of the notification, 
not be permitted to continue carry- 
ing on their trade in any way, unless 
thoy have duly registered and been 
granted licences, ; ; 

No business {s allowed ‘to be 
transacted - belween. the insurance 
companies, their branch-offices or 
through brokers who are registered 
and hold licences, ; 

Reglatration and Heences must 
be renewed yearly, the fees being 
$10 each payable'to the Department 
of Finnnee, » * 

A fine tot execeding $50 will be 
inflicted .on brokers who are not 
registered and unlicensed, when dis- 
covered negotiating business with 
registered ani licensed‘companies, 

A fine not oxeveding, $1,000 will 
be inflieted on brokers ‘who ‘are re- 
aistercd and Heensed for dealing 
with unregistered companies, ; 

It fa.reported that over one fiund- 
red and seventy brokers {have com- 
plied with the notification by re- 
gisteration and payment of the fees 
Specified. —Canton Gazette, °
